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Swiss woman charged in Lebanon 

BEIRUT, June 13 (R). — A young Swiss woman alleged 
to have been carrying a time bomb when she was de- 
tained at Beirut Airport last month was today charged 
with attempting to undertake terrorist acts abroad. Nanni 
Albonlco, 23, a student from Zurich, was held on May 6 
as she was about to board a Middle East Airlines flight 
to Zurich and Frankfurt. Security men said then they 
found 600 grammes of high explosive with a timing 
device concealed in her luggage. Investigation source 
said later she had admitted planning to give the bomb 
to a Palestinian agent in Switzerland for use against 
Israeli interests in Europe. Military authorities said the 
bomb -- described by experts as big enough to wreck 
the plane in flight - - was given to her by a Palestinian. 
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Franjieh vows “war unto death 
to avenge killing of son Tony 

BEIRUT, June 13 (Agencies). — The son of former President Suleiman Franjieh was killed in heavy fighting between rival 
rightwing militias in northern Lebanon today and security sources said the death toil had risen to at least 45. The sources said 
Tony Franjieh, 36, a member of parliament and former government minister, died when his home was destroyed by shellfire at 
dawn. They said his wife and three-year-old daughter were also killed after being trapped in the blazing building in the mountain 
resort of Olden, about 60 kms. north of Beirut His father, former President Franjieh, has vowed “war unto death” to avenge the 
killings.

The Arab cause goes beyond 
persons, regimes and all other 
superficial considerations ; it is 
the cause of the future of the 
Arab Nation, the King said. 

Answering questions King 
Hussein said the present con- 
ditions are the result of Israeli 
occupation of the West Bank 
and Jordan's acceptance of the 
Rabat Arab summit resolutions 
which preclude holding parlia- 
mentary election at present. 
This situation required from us 
to set up the National Consul- 
tative Council so that it helps 
the government in debating and 
studying the laws. “When the 
present circumstances come to 
an end, we shall return to full 


parliamentary life,” His Majes- 
ty said. 

On the question of liberty, 
the King said "Liberty goes si- 
de by side with responsibility. 
The Jordanian government has 
.always been, and is still, keen 
on maintaining a climate of 
freedom with due consideration 
for stability and prevention of 
disunity and discord.” 

Earlier, the President of the

The fighting followed a se- 
ries of clashes between rival 
rightwing groups in the past 
month, in which at least 14 pe- 
ople were killed. 

Western military sources said 
Mr. Franjieh’s supports in the 
rugged mountainous region 
were outnumbered ten to one 
by the Phalangists. 

They said the self-styled 
Zghorta Liberation Army, whi- 
ch supports the Franjieh fami- 
ly, could mobilise only about 
200 men quickly, compared 
with more than 2,000 Phalan- 
gists in the area. 

One source said: “Apart from 
being the most powerful mili- 
tia in Lebanon, the Phalangists 


are the best organised and equ- 
ipped." 

He said military experts ex- 
pected fresh outbursts of sava- 
ge fighting between small gro- 
ups before the situation was 
brought under control. 

Bashir Gemayei, a senior 
Phalangist leader and overall 
commander of the country’s ri 
ghtist militias, convened an ur- 
gent meeting of his military 
council in an attempt to stop 
the clashes. 

The Phalangist radio later 
quoted Mr. Gemayei as saying 
he deeply regretted the death 
of Mr- Franjieh. “It was a great 
loss in view of our friendly 
and cordial relations with him," 
he said. 

The radio said the fighting 
began after the people of the 
area had been subjected to ter- 
rorism and despotism. 

It did not elaborate, but ri- 
ghtwing sources said it was a 
clear condemnation of Mr. Fr- 
anjieh’s supporters. 

Interior Minister Salah Sal- 
man denounced the attack as 
“a regrettable, criminal act" 


Security sources said Mr. Su- 
leiman Franjieh hurried to the 
scene to cover the bodies of 
his son and family. He took 
them to his ancestral home in 
the nearby town of Zghorta. 

Mr. Salman said in his sta- 
tement : “Whoever planned

"The assassination of deputy

Prime Minister Selim Al Hoss 
described the clashes as a tra- 
gedy engineered by criminals. 

Mr. Suleiman Franjieh was 
president of Lebanon when the 
country was plunged into civil 
war three years ago. He Is re- 
garded as a godfather figure in 
the wild mountain region his 
family has controlled for cen- 
turies to the north of Beirut 

His enemies maintain that he 
personally shot dead more than 
a dozen people earlier in his 
career, some in a mountain 
church where he was attend- 
ing a service ostensibly meant 
to seal a peace treaty with a 
rival clan. 


Both Suleiman Franjieh and 
his son have also been accused 
of enriching themselves corru- 
ptly when the father was pre- 
sident and Tony was minister 
of communications in his gove- 
rnment.

EPEDECO has been exploring oil in the 
area for the pest three years and its contract with Egypt sti- 
pulated that 85 per cent of any Oil find goes to the Egyptian 
Petroleum Organisation and 15 per cent to the Japanese firm.

The joint stand was taken 
in a communique issued after 
a four-day state visit here by 
the Emir of Bahrain, Sheikh 
Isa Ibn Salman Al Khalifa, du- 
ring which the two countries 
signed a cultural cooperation 
agreement* 

Sheikh Isa and the Shah of 
Iran expressed their full sat- 
isfaction with development of 
bilateral relations “and also 
over the strengthening of the 
basis of security in the regi- 
on," the communique said. 

They believed that “the res- 
ponsibility for the preservati- 


on of the security of the regi- 
on should be undertaken by 
the regional states ... (and) 
expressed their disapproval of 
any foreign interference in re- 
gional Issues," it added. 

Gulf states have been dis- 
cussing informally prospects 
of a regional security pact, 
but the communique made no 
specific mention of any fur- 
ther movies to this end. 

Reviewing changes in the 
Middle East, the two rulers ca- 
lled for continued “positive 
and universal efforts to esta- 
blish a just and lasting peace 
m the region on the basis of 
the U.N. resolutions and by 
observing the legitimate righ- 
ts of the Palestinian people,"

LONDON, June 13 (R). — Is- 
raeli Deputy Prime Minister 
Yigeal Yadin today criticised 
Egypt’s President Anwar Sad- 
at for setting a two-month 

deadline for the success of bis 
peace initiative. 

"I think it would be naive 
to think one can solve such 
a confilict, like a sort of ins- 
tant coffee solution within a 
month or two months ... I th- 
ink he (Sadat) made a mista- 
ke by setting these dates," 
Prof. Yadin said. 

In an interview with British 
Broadcasting Corporation 
(BBC) disc jockey Jimmy Yo- 
ung, broadcast from Jerusalem 
Mr. Yadin said "now as for 
(Israel) being intransigent or 
not, frankly it’s his opinion 
and I’m sorry about that too. 

“When Sadat was in Jeru- 
salem, in the Knesset, he said 
he was ready to make peace 
provided Israel would go ba- 
ck to 1967 (borders), would gi- 
ve back half of Jerusalem and 
would create a Palestinian st- 
ate. 

“We thought at the time 
this was a bargaining stateme- 
nt because he knew that Is- 
rael, and 1 would say the ma- 
jority of the people of Israel, 
would never agree to that," 
said Prof. Yadin. 

Mr. Yadin said his govern- 
ment had hoped that the pre- 
sident would have known even 
before coming to Jerusalem 
that Israel would never have 
yielded to his maximum dem- 
ands. 


"But if Mr. Sadat says take 
it or leave it, either you give 
me everything or there’s no p- 
ace then I would also be depr- 
essed" he said. 

On the question of a Pales- 
tinian state, Mr. Yadin said 
"if peace is agreed and they 
will be ready to compromise 
on the West Bank, my party 
says the same and I think oth- 
er parties would be ready to 
give parts of the Western Ba- 
nk as part and parcel of the 
east of Jordan," he said. 

He criticised members of 
the peace movement in Israel 
as “a very naive people.” 
“What does it mean 'Peace 
Now 1 ?. ‘PeaceNow* means a 
peace based on the maximum 
demands of Sadat,” he said. 

Meanwhile, in Washington 
a U.S. State Department off- 
icial said yesterday it was ha- 
rd to see how Middle East pe- 
ace talks could go ahead un- 
til Israel made clear its attit- 
ude on withdrawal from occ- 
upied territories. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Harold Saunders told a Congr- 
essional hearing that the Uni- 
ted States hoped negotiations 
between Israel and Egypt wo- 
uld be resumed after the Uni- 
ted States received Israeli an- 
swers to its questions about 
the future of two occupied te- 
rritories, the West Bank and 
Gaza.

The annual review of American policy in the 
Middle East that U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Harold Saunders gave this week to a House of 
Representatives International Affairs subcommittee 
makes us feel both encouraged and discouraged, 
because he has focussed on the Israeli reluctance to 
withdraw from occupied Arab territory as the great 
obstacle to peace, while he has simultaneously 
reiterated the American attitude that now strikes 
many of us in the Middle East as being characterised 
by an overwhelming sense of inertia. 

It is probably wrong to expect any dramatic 
happening in the coming months, and we suggested 
several weeks ago that one probably has to wait at 
least six months for the Israelis to snap out of their 
current self-induced political confusion. There is no 
clear Israeli policy today and there will not be one 
for a very long time. It is also a fact that the United 
States is paying more attention to events in the Horn 
of Africa and southern Africa, and the Middle East 
problem therefore gets second priority in Washington, 
which means - - according to the political dictum that 
when the cat’s away the mice will play - - that the 
Israelis will run around making things more confusing 
and more complex. 

The possibility is now being raised again of the 
Americans putting forward their own suggestions on 
a Middle East peace plan, an event that ye jjredict 
^wiH-probabiy be greeted to? a great ^eai^ fc dsra e lLL 
“lacking and screaming. Wfll Mr. Dayan then ^a^in' 
summon President Carter to^fche Waldorf Astoiia hotel 
and keep him up half the night hammering out an- 
other joint American-Israeli working paper? We are 
rather dubious of more paper proposals. 

The fact remains - - as it has for over 30 years - - 
that Israel will come to its senses only when it is 
forced to do so by the circumstances of politics, guns 
and economics. In all three areas, there are no com- 
pelling reasons for the Israelis to do anything different 
from what they are doing today, a fact that makes 
the American inertia all the more glaring, and the 
Arab disarray all the more regrettable. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


A1 Ra'i and Al Dustour Tuesday dealt with “games'* that Israel 
is playing in south Lebanon and Its evasiveness on the question 
of Mideast peace. 

AL RAT says Tuesday was the deadline for withdrawal of the 
Israeli occupying forces from south Lebanon. On Monday Israel 
pulled back the bulk of its forces from the south, after handing 
over positions to the commander of the Lebanese rightist militia 
in Marjeyoun, Major Sa'd Haddad, leaving the United Nations 
Interim Force In Lebanon (UNIFIL) to tackle the problem with 
Major Haddad “who has newly armed himself with 50 tanks and 
armoured vehicles, and 20 field guns.” 

The newspaper says that while this “game” was played before 
an amazed Arab public opinion, the Israeli government -- after 
a five-hour session - - postponed taking a decision on the American 
government’s questions on the pretext that several ministers were 
unable as yet to state their views on the matter. 

Describing these developments as a comedy that has been 
repeated in tne Middle East crisis, the newspaper charges that 
“those who carried and are carrying Israeli weapons to kill their 
own compatriots should be punished as a deterrent for others so 
that they will serve as an example for anyone else who might be 
tempted to sell his country and his people for 30 Jewish pieces of 
silver.” 

AL DUSTOUR says Israel Is intentionally wasting time (four 
weeks to date) by deferring its answer to two crucial American 
questions an the future of the West Bank and Gaza strip following 
the proposed five-year period of self-rule. Israel will probably 
continue to waste time under various guises, excuses and ploys in 
order not to answer the American questions, the paper adds. 

Such tactics clearly indicate that Israel’s intention is to dodge 
the issue and prevaricate until it finds a way out of the impasse 
by creating new incidents that overshadow and abort the original 
causes of the impasse, the newspaper says.

AMMAN, June 14 — What 
Is a darabuka (durbakkeh), a 
duf or a nay? What for that 
matter is an 4 ud? The answer, 
as you could discover this fort- 
night at the British Council, is 
that they are all musical instru- 
ments from the Islamic World. 

The council is showing pho- 
tos of these - - or other equal- 
ly exotic bits of musical appa- 
ratus --as part of its current 
World of Islam exhibition. 

It Is really an exhibition of 
an exhibition. So you will be 
disappointed if you go exp er- 
ring to see original treasures. 
But for those who missed the 
famous World of Islam Festival 
that was staged in Britain a 
couple of years ago, this mod- 
est display of photos and books 
is some sort of a compensation. 

The 1976 festival itself cen- 
tred around a remarkable ex- 
hibition of books of the Koran 
which was put on at the Bri- 
tish Library. But it spread out 
to cover more or less every 
aspect of Islamic culture. Fifte- 
en major exhibitions were stag- 
ed and the whole thing made 
quite a splash in Britain at the 
time. 

The ripples have now reach- 
ed Amman with a touring sh- 
ow centring around an exhibi- 
tion of musical instruments or- 
iginally staged at the Horai- 
man Museum - 

As you look at the photos 
and reproductions at the coun- 
cil. you can listen to a tape 
explaining how music and in- 
struments from Central Asia 
to Turkey were drawn toge- 
ther in the world's great cul- 
tural centres at Medina, Dam- 
ascus and Baghdad during the 
golden age of Islam (from the 
eighth to the tenth centuries), 
and there met with the re- 
vived traditions of Greek mus- 
ic to produce Arab classical 
music. 

But less formal folk music Is 
also featured and there are 
photos of everything from the 
Zummara, a pipe from Islamic 
India which is apparently ma- 
de of eagles’ legs, to a bedo- 
uin pounding his coffee with 
that special rhythm. 

Tapes and record? of Arabic, 
music are bn^salejng some of_ 
these apparently feature pieces" 
from- Jordan.- ; 

Besides the music, there is a 
rather abbreviated display en- 
titled Prayer and Mosque wh- 
ich attempts to explain much 
too briefly and leaves one con^ 
fused about the vertical and 
horizontal axes around which 
mosques are apparently built. 

• Fascination for Islamic thin- 
gs is not, it seems, a recent 
British fad. One section of the 
exhibition celebrates 700 years 
of oriental scholarship in Eng- 
land, starting with Adelard of 
Bath who was translating Ara- 
bic works into Latin in the tw- 
elfth century. 

Among a string of eccent- 
rics one who is featured, is the 
rather little-known Edward 
Henry Palmer (1840-82) who 
was professor of Arabic at 
Cambridge but also, it seems, a 
mesmerist, conjurer, draughts- 
man, journalist and explorer.

story of the city from the Mos- 
lem point of view. 

The veiy first book printed 
in England. — “The Diets and 
Sayings of the Philosphers” of 
1477 -- was based on an 11th 
century Arabic work by Amir 
Mubashshir. Five hundred ye- 
ars later British publishers are 
still turning out books with a 
Middle Eastern theme, and ab- 
out 400 of those in print are 
displayed as part of the exhi- 
bition. 

There is a wide range on sh- 
ow -- from a volume entitled 
"Water Rights and Irrigation 
Pratices in Lahj,” to Wilfred 
Thesiger's best-selling “Arabi- 
an Sands”. And there are some 
juicy picture books about the 
Islamic World, which were pro- 
duced specially for the festi- 
val. The books are not for sale 
but they can all be ordered 
from bookshops in Amman 
and the exhibition provides an 
excellent opportunity to brouse. 

The show will go on until 
Saturday June 24. Something 
probably worth seeing are the 
films which the council is run- 
ning as part of its mini-festival 
on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday of both weeks at 8.15, 
p.m. They are short films pro- 
duced by the BBC in a series 
called the Heritage of Islam.

UNRWA will move 
head offices to 
Amman, Vienna 


AMMAN. June 13 (Agencies) 
— The United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency for Pales- 
tine refugees (UNRWA) has 
decided to move its headquar- 
ters from Be irut to Amman 
and Vienna, UNRWA Commis- 
sioner General Thomas W. 
McElhiney confirmed today. 

A statement by the commi- 
ssioner general distributed by 
UNRWA here said that part 
of the headquarters, including 
bis personal office would be 
transferred to Vienna while 
other parts, including the UN- 
RWA/UNESCO educational pr- 
ogramme would be transferr- 
ed to Amman. 

Mr. McElhiney also said th- 
at talks were under way with 
the Jordanian authorities cm 
the fadUies needed for he tr- 
ansfer. The Austrian governm- 
ent had expressed readiness 
to provide free the offices ne- 
eded, he added. 

But the commissioner gen- 
eral stressed that the transfer 
would not affect the services 
extended by UNRWA to Pal- 
estinian refugees in Lebanon.

Saudi minister 
ends visit 


AMMAN, June 13 (Agencies). 
— Saudi Arabia’s Minister of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs 
Prince Majed Ibn Abdul Aziz 
left here for home today after 
a four-day official visit to Jor- 
dan. 

Before his departure he paid 
tribute to relations between 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia. 

Prince Majed added that he 
had acquainted himself during 
his stay here with Jordan’s de- 
velopment especially the acti- 
vities of the Ministry of Muni- 
cipal and Rural Affairs, which 
he considered “exemplary and 
reflects the progress in the 
country.” 

He also visited the Jordan 
Valley and inspected the King 
Hussein Medical Centre and 
several armed forces units. 


In his speech to the ILO (International 
Labour Organisation), His Highness Prince 
Hassan became the first to raise the idea of 
labour compensation on a political leveL Ac- 
cording to the June 1977 speech, labour- 
importing countries were gaming at the expense 
of labour- exporting countries. Such an unba- 
lanced situation must be corrected ft/ compen- 
sating the losing-countries. 

One of the means to settle the compensa- 
tion issue is to create an international labour 
facility, or the ILCF (International Labour 
Compensatory Facility). 

“The ILCF ... would draw its resources prin- 
cipally from labour importing countries, but 
in a spirit of solidarity and goodwill, other ILO 
members may contribute to it. The accu mul a t ed 
resources will be diverted to developing labour- 
exporting countries in proportions relative to 
the estimated cost incurred due to the loss of 
labour." 

The above quotation summarises the sour- 
ces and one of the uses of the funds that could 
accrue' to the facility. Yet, Prince Hassan was 
aware that the contributions and disbursement 
of these contributions must be in accordance 
with a set of acceptable formulae." I am cer- 
tain," he said, "that if the will to carry out 
this proposal exists, a set of operational for- 
mulae could be found to fa ci litate (the faci- 
lity's) performance. 

The uses of the funds are basically justified 
as compensation for the loss of the training and 
overall education of migrating labour. How- 
ever, the fund paid out in compensation may 
be used for purposes that would help develop- 


ing countries solve the migration problem and 
its iB-effects. 

For instance, the funds can be used to fi- 
nance studies on the living and work conditions 
of migrant workers. Such studies would "help 
in the articulation and implementation of global 
policies and standards." 

Moreover, these funds can be used as a 
source of soft loans to "participating develop- 
ing countries for the purpose of promoting and 
financing social projects.” These social pro- 
jects, although necessary to curb migration, 
find it difficult to attract loans because their 
feasibility is not readily demonstrable. 

Another nse may be to promote and facili- 
tate the transformation of technological infor- 
mation and the creation of indigenous techno- 
logies in developing countries. 

The above points clarify to some degree of 
accuracy what Prince Hassan had in mind when 
he proposed the creation of the ILCF. The idea 
had instant appeal for many countries. As a 
result, Jordan and some other Third World 1 
countries pooled their efforts and managed to i 
get a unanimous UJSf. Gen era r Assembly reso- 
lution six .months after the ILO speech. The 
resolution called for an in-depth study of the 
brain-drain problem, and working out a solu- 
tion to the problem particularly within the 
context of the ILCF. 

Yet certain developed countries still object 
to the Idea of compensation, basically because 
It involves the transfer of funds from them to 
developing countries. Yet, in the world of di- 
plomacy, things are not put so bluntly. In next 
week's column, a summary of these objections 
will be presented, with the rebuttals to them.

Hijaz Railway feasibility studies 


DAMASCUS, June 13 (Agen- 
cies) — The Jordanian and 
Syrian ministers of transport 
and Saudi Arabia’s minister of 
communications today ended 
a round of discussions on re- 
opening the Hijaz Railway li- 
ne. 

Speaking to reporters at the 
end of today’s meeting, the 
minister said they wanted to 
speed up procedures for reop- 
ening the line, especially the 
feasibility studies for the the 
project. 


Project committees have ag- 
reed on the project a group of 
qualified consultants which will 
submit feasibility studies with- 
in three months. 

The Jordanian and Saudi 
ministers also visited Syria’s 
Prime Minister Mohammad Ali 
A1 Halabi to discuss the Hi- 
jaz Railway. They also revie- 
wed bilateral relations and jo- 
int projects. 

The Hijaz Railway was ma- 
de famous by the First Wor- 


ld War raids on it by Arab 
forces led by Lawrence of Ar- 
abia. 

Built in 1908, the 1,300-kiI- 
ometre line ' had been largely 
destroyed by 1917 as the re- 
sult of attacks on it by Arab 
forces and by allied bombing 
raids. 

Attempts to reactivate the 
line which stretched from Da- 
mascus through Jordan to Me- 
dina in Saudi Arabia, have so 
far faltered because of the 
high cost involved.

The need for cheaper, smaller housing units increases as 
Jordan’s single, low and middle income sectors grow

AMMAN, — The “tap-l-p- 
tap" of the mason's chisel is a 
familiar sound in the “better" 
parts of Amman. But, howe- 
ver attractive it may be, you 
will not hear in it the answer 
to the housing problems which 
Jordan will face in future. 

It would be alarmist to talk 
of a housing crisis in Jordan. 
But there can be little doubt 
that the type of housing that 
is built here will have to cha- 
nge If - supply is to keep pace 
with rising demand. 

Some of the people who bu- 
ilt large,, expensive bouses at 
the time 01 the boom in 1976 
had been getting rents, until 
recently, which would allow 
them to pay off the building 
costs within two years. Those 
sorts of rents have now come

down. The price of labour and 
materials has gone 19 . So it is 
now no longer such a clever 
thing to build a big deluxe 
apartment to rent. 

“We feel that the market Is 
now overloaded with deluxe 
housing" Mr. Bassam Atari, 
Deputy Director General of the 
Housing Bank . told the Jor- 
dan Times. 

But despite the deluxe-house- 
building spree, there is still an 
identifiable gap In the market 
that has not been plugged. 
There are more and more sing- 
le people in Jordan, partly be- 
cause the tendancy is to mar- 


ry later nowadays. 

Some of these people are 
professional types who want 
good quality accommodation 
but do not want a five-bed- 
room bouse. There is almost 
certainly money to be made by 
providing flats in good areas 
for these sorts of people but no 
one seems to have done much 
about it yet 

A much more obvious need, 
however is for cheap accomo- 
dation for low and medium-in- 
come groups. Opinion is divid- 
ed among experts about whe- 
ther the housing situation in 
this sector is actually deterio-

rating or getting better. But 
the problem certainly is not go- 
ing to go away. 

Government employees, who 
come mostly within the low 
and medium-income brackets, 
are certainly going to increase 
in numbers. One informed es- 
timate is that the number of 
teachers will double over the 
next seven years. 

The government has a stake 
in providing reasonable accom- 
odation. It cannot afford to let 
working conditions in the pub- 
lic sector fall too far behind 
those in the private sector 
and the provision of attractive 
living conditions here is any- 
way part of a larger- scale st- 
rategy to persuade Jordanians 
not to depart to the Gulf and 
elsewhere. 

It is another part of the go- 
vernment’s large-scale strategy 
to encourage development out- 
side Amman. Housing must be 
a part erf this strategy. One co- 
ntract has just been, awarded 
for the construction of a brand 
new mini-town to house about 

3.000 people In the barren was- 
tes dose to the shores of the 
Dead Sea. It will house the 
workers at the potash project. 

The Housing Corporation, 
meanwhile, is building over 

2.000 houses at Aqaba daring 
the period of the five year 
plan. And among the other big 
projects that are being plumed 
outside the Amman region, is 
the housing development of the 
Jordan Valley. The Jordan Val- 
ley Authority plan calls for the 
construction of 18,000 new un- 
its from 1975 to 1983. 

Probably the biggest single 
project however is being plan- 
ned for a site not far from 
Sweiieh (the little satellite to- 
wn just beyond the University 
of Jordan). Abu Nuseir, as the 
new site will be called, is to 
become a township housing ar- 
ound 40,000 people. 

The obvious reason for cho- 
osing a site beyond the boun- 
daries of the city is the price 
of land. But there are people 
who are critical of projects 
like this which tend to spread 
the urban population over a 
wider and wider area, compli- 
cating the business of supply- 
ing services and taking up sc- 
arce agricultural land. 

The Amman Urban Region 
Planning Group is at the mo- 
ment working on a study of 
housing, hut its Director, Gha- 
leb Biagaeen told the Jordan 
Times that his group was al- 
ready inclined to favour con- 
trols to dissuade people from 
building outside municipal bo- 
undaries. He pointed out that 
there are large amounts of land 
within city boundaries that are 
still not built oa 

If the planners stick to that 
point of view and this becomes 
accepted policy for the future, 
then the only alternative would 
seem to be to build upwards. 
The cost of land -- mostly 
privately owned in the city 
makes it unfeasible to build 
spacious estates of villas. 

At present the Housing Cor- 
poration does not build blocks 
higher than three storeys hi 
order to avoid installing lifts.

But whether this limit will sur- 
vive for long is open to ques- 
tion. 

It is of course to be hoped 
that social and aesthetic valu- 
es will not be altogether forgot- 
ten in the rush to provide 
high-density, low-cost housing. 

A distinguis he d Pakistani 
architect, Yasmin Lari, who 
visited the country recently, 
told the Jordan Times that it 
is essential in designing accom- 
modation not to build “verti- 
cal slums" and not to forget 
how important the outdoor ar- 
ea is for people living in this 
part of the world. Mrs. Lari; 
has herself designed- a large- 
housing project -in Pakistan, 
which meets density require- 
ments cheaply -- but also pro- 
vides courtyard areas that are 
as big as the houses themselves. 
She achieved this by joining to- 
gether houses of one, two and 
three storeys so that the roof 
of one house acts as the ter- 
race of another. Something li- 
ke this might be suitable tor 
Jordan. 

The price of land makes hi- 
gh-density housing necessary 
but land is not the only ex- 
pense. The prices of building 
materials arid labour are also 
very high and there can be 
little hope that these are go- 
ing to start coming down. 
Skilled builders axe going to 
be in short supply as long as 
wages are so much higher in 
the Gulf. 

So, in order to keep the cost 


of housing within the reach of 
the less well-off, recourse must 
be had to labour-saving; cheap 
building techniques. These of- 
ten in fact represent an impro- 
vement in quality, because 
mass-produced building deme- 
nts are more easily erected and 
more easy to check for quality 
than conventional materials. 

“The Housing Corporation is 
already using a number of 


pre-cast systems in its housing 
projects," Director General 
Hamdaflah Nabuisi told the 
Jordan Times. One of these has 
been locally developed by the 
Jordanian contractors, Sabri 
Farah- The Royal Scientific 
Society Is working on even ch- 
eaper, more lightweight syste- 
ms. And there may, in future; 
be more of a market for pre- 
fabricated panels imported from 


abroad. The Australians for 
one are interested in investi- 
gating this possibility. 

In the final analysis, however, 
it Is not just a question of 
what sort of housing to build. 
The housing has to be paid tor. 
The question is whether toe 
funds tint fuelled the 1976 
boom can be diverted to pay 
for the cheaper accommodation 
that is now needed.

The quake which jolted the 
Pacific coastline of Japan's de- 
nse !y-popuiated main island of 
Honshu yesterday killed 22 pe- 
ople and injured 698. It was the 
strongest to hit Japan in ten 
years. 

Nearly all the casualties we- 
re in the city of Sendai, where 
the tremor raptured three ta- 
nks containing 19 million gal- 
lons (56,000 kilolitres) of oil at 
a beaenside storage depot. 

The National Fire Agency 
said some 15 million gallons 
(65.000 kilolitres) leaked from 
the tanks, cut most of the oil 
was caught in anti-spill dykes 
around the depot. 

I: said 5.6 million gallons 
(25,000 kilolitres; poured over

•450.000 gallons (2.000 kilolitres) 
reached the sea, where it was 
trapped behind three big flo- 
ating booms.

TEHRAN. June 13 (R). —

South Africa could only 
last two years under oil 
embargo, says U.N. study 

LONDON, June 13 (R). — South Africa’s economy could 
only last about two years if its oil was cut off by an embargo, 
according to a study made for the United Nations Centre 
against Apartheid. 

Two British economists, Martin Bailey and Bernard 
Rivers, prepared the report, which is due to be published in 
New York next week. 

They said South Africa was able to survive the 1973 Arab 
embargo because major oil firms and Iran had been willing 
to make regular supplies. 

Iran now provides about 90 per cent of South Africa's oil 
needs, the draft said. Some of the rest originates in Arab gulf 
states and is sold by oil companies to South Africa. 

"If there was a cut-off on imported oil then the country 
could probably last for about two years, but the economy 
would enter a severe recession long before the end of that 
period.” the authors said. 

Although oil meets only 20 per cent of South Africa’s energy 
needs, compared with 40 per cent in Britain, “South Africa is 
extremely dependent on imported oil.” 

The economists described oil as crucial for South Africa's 
highly-mobile police and armed services. 

They cited an incident in November 1973 in which they 
said a tanker carrying aviation fuel was delayed in the Middle 
East. Privately-owned aircraft were grounded until the tanker 
arrived. 

Lesotho and to some ex ent Botswana and Swaziland could 
be seriously affected by an embargo as they get refined oil 
products from South Africa, the study said. 

A stockpile to protect these countries until they could get 
their oil elsewhere would cost about $50 million. 

Rhodesia depends on South Africa for its supplies, the eco- 
nomists said.

privately-owned U.S. Franklin 
Mint, according to Mr. Henry 
Emden, Marketing Manager for 
the mint. 

This market, mainly for cir- 
culating coin, is serviced from 
the min’ts new factory at Llan- 
trisant in Wales. Some coin is 
also produced under licence. 

In 1975/76, the last year for 
which a detailed statement is 
available, a total of 22 billion 
coins were produced, a record 
output figure which beat the 
previous best in the early sev- 
enties by 14 per cent. 

But only 40 per cent of co- 
ins produced went to the U.K. 
The bulk of production was ex- 
ported to the 57 other coun- 
tries where the Mint is active. 

Proof coins, medals 

The volume circulating coin 
business also acls as a spring- 
board for the more lucrative 
proof coin and medal - business. 
In 1975/76, the Mint doubled 
the number of coins it struck, 
and also produced 60.000 me- 
dals. 

Its share of this market is 
very high, despite fierce com- 
petition from other mints, not- 
ably Franklin Mint. 

The Royal Mint maintains its 


competitive edge in both its 
major markets through a wor- 
ldwide network of agents. But 
recently the sales drive on the 
proof coins side has been step- 
ped up. 

The agency network has be- 
en extended, according to Mr. 
Emden. and moves have been 
made to standardise the med- 
als into three basic types of 
issue, the “Coins of the Wor- 
ld” series, plus silver and gold 
coins. 

The mint offers to make the 
coins for a country, sell them 
throughout ‘ the world to col- 
lectors, and then deliver the 
proceeds back to the country'. 

A drive to improve the ser- 
vice to collectors in. the U.S. 
has led the mint to set up a 
new service centre in New 
Jersey. 

“We don’t work on long- 
term contracts, so that every 
medal issue tends to be a one- 
off job. If the customer is dis- 
satisfied he may' cancel the 
circulating coin business with 
us later.” says Mr. Emden. 

The marketing drive over- 
seas is one result of the mint’s 
recent full-scale rationalisation, 
which was prompted by the 
need to convert production fac- 
ilities to take account of deci- 
malisation.

Gutenberg Bible 
sells for record 
S 2.4 million 


LONDON. June 13 (R). — 
A London dealer yesterday an- 
nounced he had negotiated the 
sale of a Gutenberg Bible to 
the University of Texas for 
$2.4 million -- a world record 
price for a single book or man- 
uscript. 

Bernard Quaritch Limited sa- 
id it had sold the Bible to the 
American university as agents 
for the Carl and Lily Pforzhei- 
mer Foundation, set up by a 
New York banking family wh- 
ich has long collected books. 

The Gutenberg Bible is one 
of the world's rarest books. It 
was printed about 1450 as one 
of the first books set with 
moveable type by John Guten- 
berg and his helpers in Germ- 
any. 

The previous record price for 
a book was established last 
April when another copy of 
the Gutenberg Bible was auc- 
tioned by Christie’s in New 
York for $2 million. 

It was bought by the State 
Museum of Baden Wurttem- 
burg in Stuttgart.

From London to Wales 

The mint moved to Wales in 
the late sixties, after roughly 
1.000 years oF coin production 
in London, most of them dose 
to the Tower of London. By 
1300, the mint headquarters 
were between the inner and 
outer walls of the fortress, and 
remained there until 181 J. 

Production rationalisation 
was followed by a financial re- 
construction, and since the 
mid-seventies the mint has had 
to meet definite financial tar- 
gets, and produce annual ac- 
counts. 

The government-imposed ta- 
rget s are stiff. Between 1975 
and 1980, it must aim for a 
return on capital of 15 per 
cent, adjusted for inflation. In 
1975/76, this target was mis- 
sed, because output was ham- 
pered by the final stages of the 
move to Uantrisant. Sales of 
G28m. produced a trading pro- 
fit of just under £2m. or an ad- 
justed return of 105 per cent 

But last year the picture 
changed radically. The return 
on capital tripled to 323 per 
cent, after profits jumped ne- 
arly £6m. to £7.8m. Overseas 
sales also tripled. 

Even better results are ex- 
pected this year, because of 
the boost to profits from the 
Silver Jubilee. The Royal Mint 
makes a lot of money out of 
making money.

Algeria lessen differences after Qadhafi visit

ALGIERS, June 12 (R). — 
Confronted with increasing mi- 
litary activity in Africa by 
Western countries, mainly Fr- 
ance, Algeria and Libya have 
apparently patched up some of 
their differences. 

This follows a week-long st- 
ate visit to Algeria by Libyan 
Head of State Muammar Qad- 
hafi, which ended last week. 

A joint communique summ- 
ing up Ihe visit condemned 
“neocolonialist military inter- 
ventions in Western Sahara, 
the Shaba region and Chad." 

The mention, in one single 
sentence, of three widely dif- 
ferent African trouble spots 
but with one common point - - 
the presence of French troops 
- bad .1 clear political mean- 


ing, diplomats here said. 

The message was that Afri- 
can countries who were facing, 
directly or indirectly, French 
or other Western military for- 
ces, should get together to op- 
pose what Algeria and Libya 
agreed to describe as a “recolo- 
nisatlon attempt.” 

On the Western Sahara is- 
sue, Colonel Qadhafi has mov- 
ed considerably closer to Al- 
geria’s position. 

In a speech before the Al- 
gerian National People’s As- 
sembly (parliament), he con- 
demned Morocco and Maurita- 
nia for what he said was the- 
ir attempt to carve up the for- 
mer Spanish colony, claimed 
by the Poiisario Front as the 
“Democratic Arab Sahraui Re- 
public" (RA5.D.). 

It was a significant change 


for the Libyan leader, who has 
not recognised the self-procla- 
imed Sahraui republic, mainly 
because of his long-range pl- 
ans for a unified Maghreb fed- 
eration merging all the Arab co- 
untries of Northwest Africa 
The Libyan attitude had 
embarrassed Algeria, which ap- 
peared at times isolated in its 
uncompromising support for 
the "R-A-S-D.” 

It was also a disappointm- 
ent to the Sahraui themselves, 
as they have already made cl- 
ear. 

When the Libyan delegate 
spoke to the Poiisario Front at 
last month's celebrations of its 
armed struggle, he was greeted 
by calls of “recognition, recog- 
nition...” by the S ahraui re- 
fugees. 

Algeria, the staunchest op- 


ponent of France’s recent mili- 
tary interventions in Africa, 
had already suggested that an 
adequate answer for the Afri- 
can countries would be to re- 
cognise the "RA.S.D." 

It reacted to French military 
intervention in Africa by har- 
dening its attitude over Chad. 

Algiers had previously not 
taken sides in the dispute bet- 
ween the Chad government and 
the Moslem rebels of Frolinat 
(Chad National Liberation Fr- 
ont), which are backed by Lib- 
ya. 

Some of Algeria’s misgivings 
might have originated in Lib- 
ya’s claim to the “Aouzou 
strip”, territory in northern 
Chad, alongside the Libyan bor- 
der. 

Algeria is a firm supporter 
of the "inviolability of former 


colonial borders’’ principle of 
the Organisation of African 
Unity charter. It invokes this 
principle in its opposition to 
Moroccan and Mauritanian cla- 
ims to the Western Sahara. 

But two weeks ago, the Al- 
gerian government for the first 
time linked French military ac- 
tivity in Western Sahara, Ch- 
ad and Shaba Province. All 
three had similar arms it said: 
to control vital raw materials 
and to threaten neighbouring 
progressive regimes. 

Just over a week ago, Colon- 
el Qadhafi spoke of the “chal- 
lenge” to Libya from the situ- 
ation in neighbouring Chad 
during his speech at the Alge- 
rian National Assembly. 

Observers here have been 
impressed by the reception Co- 
lonel Qadhafi was given by his 


Algerian host President Boum- 
edlenne. 

No previous visitors had ev- 
er addressed the National As- 
sembly. 

Whether the rapprochement 
will last remains to be seen. 
But Colonel Qadhafi reiterated 
that a union between Libya, 
Algeria and Tunisia would be 
"logical and necessary.” 

This idea, floated at a meet- 
ing between the two heads of 
state in December 1976, had 
not been mentioned again here. 

The two heads of state and 
their delegations also discuss- 
ed economic and financial mat- 
ters. 

The two countries agreed on 
their condemnation of Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and in 
their support for the Palestin- 
ian cause. 


Kyprianou 
rules out 
negotiations 


PARIS. June 13 (R). — Cyp- 
riot President Spyros Kypria- 
nou yesterday ruled out any 
chance of resuming peace nego- 
tiations on Cyprus on the basis 
of the latest Turkish-Cypriot 
proposals. 

“There is no such chance 
because these proposals are 
tantamount to pa^tition, >, he 
told reporters after talks at the 
Elysee presidential Palace with 
President Valery Giscard d’Es- 
taing. 

Put another way, they repre- 
sented “an offer to us to accept 
to legalise the results of the 
Turkish invasion." he said* 

President Kyprianou, on his 
way home from the U-N. dis- 
armament conference, said he 
had invited President Giscard 
d'Estaing to make an official 
visit to Cyprus. 

“I had the opportunity to ex- 
plain to the French president 
our views on the Cyprus ques- 
tion, and the recent initiatives 
which I have taken during my 
stay in the United States both 
within the context of the U.N. 
special disarmament session as 
well as outside,” he said. 

President Kyprianou leaves 
here on Wednesday for Athens 
for talks with Greek Prime Mi- 
nister Constantine Karamanlis 
before returning home.
